Seven registered lfo lstein heifer?, 
two ho rses and abo ut 200 chickens 
o n-tituted the live-sto ck which was 
burned and 16 heifers and seven ho rs­ 
es were saved fro m the flames, while 
500 bushels o f wheat, 400 busels o f 
o at- 100 bushels o f rye, 50 to ns o f 
hay and a silo which was recently fill­ 
ed with ensilage were destro yed. 
The lo ss is estimated at abo ut $5,000 
partially co vered by insurance. 


Lisbo n, No v. 25.— A big barn o n 
the Austin Putney farm two miles 
west o f Lisbo n, o n the Hano ver ro ad, 
near Lisbo n grantre hall, was fired in

The barn, a large structure, was 
lo cated just back o f the public ro ad, 
and the o nly theo ry advanced as to 
te cause o f the fire Is that so meo ne 
in passing threw a lighted cigar o r 
match clo se to a straw stack near the 
barn. 
Mir. Putney wasv 3n Lisbo n 
when the fire bro ke o ut, and when 
Mrs. Putney first disco vered it and 
gave the alarm, the building was in 
flames thro ugho ut. 
The o nly live sto ck in the barn was 
a so w and six sho ats and as no o ne 
co uld even enter the building after the 
neighbo rs arrived at the s *ene, they 
were burned to death

A R M Y AGITATORS. 
In commending the avoidance of too 
much talking and too much agitation 
by aruiy officers, the Net' Vork World 
say s that at a dinner given to General 
Wotherspoon in Washington last Sat 
unlay , that officer gave some admlr 
able advice to the serve* 
He urged 
the officers who are fore\er running 
to congress for legislation to abandon 
the practice and to leave to the proper 
authority , the secretary ot war, the 
duty of presenting the needs of the 
service to the legislative branch of 


the government. 
It Is a serious abuse to which Gen 
oral Wotherspoon called 
attention 
and it is coupled with another, the 
frequent talking of officers for publl 
cation. .The war department has ex 
pressed itself on this matter, but the 
president would do well to stop the 
constant agitation for larger arma 
ments carried on by such officers as 
General Wood, whose recent memor­ 
andum on the immediate needs of 
army expansion was published iast 
week 
As for the rushing to congm; 
it would seem as if Secretary Garrison 
fhouhl be able to stop that by stringent 
♦rder, but it is a veritable abuse at 


present. 
The difficulty is, of course, the pres 
anc** of so many officers, active and 
retired, at the capital who see civil 
Ians successfully agitating for this or 
that reform, and naturally seek to 
Imitate them 
Some day , we hope, a 
secretary of war will remove from 
Washington every officer not absolute­ 
ly indispensable to the proper con 
duct of service.
